"promoted"  which  put  a  sparkle  in  our  eyes. 

Starting  the  second  grade  Reginald  I-IcMahan  with  his  red  hair  brightened 
the  year  with  Betty  Thomas.  Rose  Ann  Peters,  Lois  Siples.  and  Norma  Croxton 
gliding  into  the  third  and  fourth  grades.  Xo  stars  were  added  to  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grades. 

In  order  to  finish  our  elementary  years  Jack  Flaig,  Alary  Roth,  Gladys 
Gniff,  Lee  Gordon,  Jim  Clark,  and  Richard  Bower  joined  us  in  marching  to 
North  Side  High  School  to  receive  our  blue  covered  diplomas. 

We  began  our  course  of  High  School  work  with  Jack  Bowser,  Virginia 
Chapman,  Dorothy  Freeman,  Burl  Ganse,  Allen  Gillum.  Ted  Hawk.  Ned 
Keener,  Raymond  Konger,  Eddie  Tom,  and  Robert  Wise.  Our  first  freshman 
class  party  was  a  potduck  supper  with  Mrs.  Hostettler  and  Mr.  Fee  acting  as 
chaperones.  Entering  our  sophomore  year  we  elected  Bert  Freeman.  Tom 
Henry,  and  Virginia  Chapman  for  class  officers.  Tom  Henry  was  the  only 
star  to  enter  our  sophomore  class.

With  Ned  Keener,  President ;  Virginia  Chapman,  Vice-President ;  Lois  Siples, 
Secretary;  and  Ann  Arnold,  Treasurer,  we  ordered  our  caps  and  gowns,  pictures, 
invitations,  and  name  cards.  Commencement  was  held  May  16,  and  Bacca- 
laureate the  preceding  Sunday. 

As  we  leave  H.  H.  S.,  each  going  our  separate  ways  and  not  knowing  what 
our  goal  in  life  will  be,  we  hope  you  will  remember  us  by  our  motto,  "Let 
Us  Be  Seen  Bv  Our  Deeds". 
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The  year  of  2050  finds  the  senior  class  of  "50"  starting'  their  expedition 
for  the  unknown  planet  of  Mars.
